and eels £2,942. No record was kept of the 
rross as distinguished from the nett output 
of these fisheries. 


FARM WORKERS’ WAGES 


Mr. LEMASS (Minister for Industry and 
Commerce) answerin Mr. Mulcahy (U.L., 
North Dublin), said that no estimate had 
been made in his department of the total 
amount of wages paid to agricultural labourers 
yearly. The only figures available related 
to wages or earnings per head. It was 
estimated that the average earnings during 
the week ended July 14th, 1934, of permanent 
male agricultural Jabourers over twenty-one 
years of age who were stated not to have had 
free house, or allowance of any kind, 
amounted to 2ls. The estimated average rate 
of wages per half-year in 1934 of hired male 
agricultural labourers and female farm 
servants over twenty-one years of age, with 
full board and lodging free, were :—Male 


‘agricultural labourers £12 6s., and female 


farm servants £8 12s. 

Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY (Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health) informed 
Alderman R. Corish (Labour, Wexford) that 
the estimated expenditure by urban and city 
councils for financing child-welfare schemes 
during the year 1955-1936, as notified to the 
department, was £19,559. s half of this 
outlay was refunded from the State grant 
the amount to be raised from the rates would 
be about £9,779. Of the total expenditure 
for the provision of school meals for neces- 
sitous children one half would also be re- 
funded from the State grant. 

Mr. G. BOLAND (Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs), answering Mr. Norton (Labour, 
Kildare), said that it would not be possible 
to commence building operations for the new 
central sorting and delivery office at Pearse 
street, Dublin, for some months.

ALCOHOL 


EATHER conditions favourable to the 

development of potato blight have 

béen in evidence during a considerable 
portion of the past month, Farmers, how- 
ever, have been alive to the danger, and, 
following warnings from the Department of 
Agriculture, spraying has been done very 
generally. As a result blight, which had 
appeared, made comparatively little headway, 
and it may be said that potatoes generally 
are healthy and promising. There have been 
ample supplies of spraying material, and the 
work of spraying has been thoroughly done. 


Methods of Spraying 


In this connection some useful experiments 
have been conducted on the farm attached 
to the Albert Agricultural College. Com- 
parisons have been made between the stan- 
dard method of treatment with one or two 
per cent. Burgundy mixture and certain 
roprietary dusts and liquid preparations. 
eee of. these, it has been noted, 
have advantages on the score of ease 
of application, but in the case of a 
serious outbreak of blight they have not 
proved as efficacious or economical as the 
standard xprays. 


Virus Diseases 


Investigations are also being carried out in 
regard to the diseases of plants caused by 
parasites (apart from insects). 

Virus diseases of the potato (leaf roll and 
mosaic) and of other plants, as Dr. Paul 
Marphy, of the Plant Pathology Department, 
University College, Dublin, explained recently, 
underlie the whole question of “ changing 
seed,’’ and their study is vitally important to 
the growing export trade in Irish Free State 
potatoes. The work in progress on the more 
directly applied side includes principally :— 

(a) The production and maintenance of 
virus-free nucleus stocks for commercial pro- 
pagation and for experimental purposes. 

(b) The determination of the viruses ‘which 
affeet. potatoes (and especially seed potatoes} 
in Ireland. 

(c) The rate and manner of spread of 
viruses in the field. 

(d) The effect of individual viruses on the 
principal standard varieties. 


How Other Plants are Affected 


The more theoretical aspects of virus diseases 
are also the subject of close study. Subjects now 
or recently under investigation include the 
structural changes induced in diseased plants, 
and a study of the virus (or disease. principle) 
in extracted sap. Good progress is being 
made in the determination of the various 
potato mosaic diseases to each other, and 
also in the difficult field of virus transmission. 
including the discovery of a new insect trans- 
mitter for one of the mosaic diseases. 

The development of glasshouse and tobaceo 
culture has led to a number of complaints of 
virus diseases on these plants, which are 
receiving attention. This work is naturally 
related to potato virus studies, for ‘the 
viruses which affect the potato are often 
transmissible to such related plants as the 
tomato and tobacco. 


Potatoes for Industrial Alcohol 


In addition, experiments are being con 
ducted throughout the country on different 
varieties of early, second early and main crop 
potatoes. Some of the well-known old varieties 
are being compared with the newer varieties, 
under similar conditions, particularly as re: 
gards soil, manuring and cultivation, 

As considerable interest is now being taken 
in the manufacture of industria] alcohol from 
potatoes, six varieties of potatoes, which are 
commonly grown for this purpose in Con- 
tinental countries, were obtained from 
Holland and Germany, and grown on the 
Albert College farm last year. A preliminary 
comparison was then made from the point of 
view of yield and starch content with some 
of the varieties more commonly grown in this 
country. 

This season a critical experiment is being 
carried out, in which these six varieties are 
being compared with four of the heaviest 
cropping varieties generally grown in this 
country.

N reply to the question—What are ac- 
| credited poultry farms? the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture states :— 


Object Explained 


The object of the accredited poultry farms 
scheme is to give prospective purchasers of 
hatching eggs, day-old chicks and older stock 
a list of farms from which supplies of good 
quality may be obtained and at the samme 
time ensuring that, so far as is known, the 
birds are free from bacillary white diarrhoea 
disease. This being so, the conditions per- 
taining to registration are designed to achieve 
that object. 

The conditions governing acceptance for 
registration are as follow :-— 

1. All birds on the farm must be of stan- 
dard pure breeds and of reasonably good 
type. No restriction will be a as re- 
gards the number of breeds represented on 
the farm so long as the various breeds are 
kept sepaiately. In special cases it will be 
in order to have breeding pens mated for the 
ater nggeee of first crosses between two pure 
weeds, and in such cases this fact will be 
stated on the published list of accredited 


farms, 
Blood Testing 


2. All adult birds on the farm must be 
blood tested by the Ministry and pass the 
test. If the first test reveals the presence 
of reactors, further tests will be necessary 
until complete freedom from reactors is 
shown before the farm is eligible for resigna- 
tion. Testing should be done during August,’ 
September and October, after the flocks oe 
been culled and the voung cockerels not in- 
eat et ee been sold off.

BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY 


WHEAT GROWERS HAVE 


GAINED 


ROM the report of the Irish Sugar Com- 
F pany s operations for the year ending 

50th April last, it would seem that the 
prospects for the current season are pro- 
mising. Not only did the company carry on 
its work at a profit, but farmers in the new 
sugar factory areas were induced by the re- 
turns obtained by neighbours to devote suffi- 
cient land to sugar beet for the 1935-36 sugar 
campaign. Speaking at the third annual 
meeting of the Sugar Company, the chair- 
man, Dr. J. H. Hinchcliff, pointed out that 
the beet sugar industry is not carried on 
in any country without Government assist- 
ance in some form or another, and that, 
moreover, the cane sugar industry is also 
State supported in all countries, save three, 
in which it is established. The capital in- 
vested in modern sugar factories, such as have 
been built by this company, represents some- 
what more than £30 per acre of beet, and 
overhead charges are the same whether there 
is a full crop or only half a crop, 


Beet Suppltes Abundant 


Although last year was the first season 
for three of the factories, there was no 
shortage of beet. Contracts were made for 
the growing of 44,600 acres of beet in 19354. 
In that year beet was an entirely new crop 
in the Mallow and Tuam districts, and the 
acreage grown in these districts did not 
suffice for the needs of these two factories. 
In the Thurles: district, beet had previously 
been grown for delivery to the Carlow fac- 
tory, and the acreage secured for the Thurles 
factory was sufficient for an initial campaign. 
In the area normally serving the Carlow 
factory, however, the acreage was increased, 


“nounced to be 


so as to enable local supplies for the Mallow 
and Tuam factories to be supplemented to 
the extent required for this first season’s 
campaign. The disfribution of the contracted 
acreage cost the company £14,500 in respect 
of extra freight on the diverted beet and 
resultant pulp. The total beet deliveries to 
all factories comprised 41,779 railway wagon 
loads, 34,488 lorry loads, 3,893 deliveries by 
farmers’ carts, and to the Carlow factory, 
‘which is the only one served by canal, 3 
large loads. 


A Sugar Content of 17 per cent. 


The average yield of the 1934 crops, as 
delivered to Carlow and Thurles respectively. 
was 10.4 and 10.46 tons factory weight per 
acre. Deliveries to the Mallow and Tuam 
factories averaged 11.68 and 11.5 tons re- 
spectively per statute acre. The total beet 
deliveries to the four factories amounted to 
484,236 tons. The average sugar content of 
the entire 1934 crop was 17.06 per cent., as 
against the record figure of 18.51 per cent. 
for the crop delivered to the Carlow factory 
in the previous year. The total payment for 
beet delivered to the factories last campaign 
was £821,175, an average.price of 33s. 11d. 
per ton. The total net production of sugar, 
in terms of white sugar,.amounted to 56,031 
tons, or approximately two-thirds of the 
country’s total sugar requirements. 


Benefits from Sugar Pulp 


Dr. Hinchcliff also pointed out that the 
full benefits accruing from the growing of 
sugar beet cannot be secured unless farmers 
use the pulp resulting from their beet de- 
liveries for the purpose of stock feeding, for 
which it is eminently suitable. Until the 
season 1933-34, beet pulp manufactured at 
Carlow was retained at the factory, and 
although offered to farmers on favourable 
terms, was not largely availed of. Since last 
season growers are entitled to their due pro- 
portion of beet pulp free on rail or lorry at 
the factory, and as a result of the change, 
75 per cent. of the pulp at the four factories 
went back to beet. growers in the campaign 
for 1934-35. Only per cent. of the pulp 
produced in Carlow was purchased by beet 
growers in 1933-34. The balance of last year’s 
output was transferréd to the Irish Sugar 
Beet Growers’ Association, Ltd., for disposal. 


This Year's Crop 


The new beet contracts are for a period of 
three years—namely, °1935, 1936 and 1937— 
and of the 54,000 statute acres of beet sown 
this season alf save, 1,250 acres are being 
grown under the new contracts. ‘The con- 
tracts provide for the payment of a flat price 
of 37s. 6d. per ton for beet, which, on the 
assumption of a sugar content equal to the 
average of the past two years—17}4 per cent. 
—an advance of 2s. 6d. per ton as compared 
with the price of the 1934 contract. 

Growers are reassured by Dr. Hinchcliff as 
to the quality of the seed to be supplied, 
now that a flat rate price has been adopted. 
The company, he says, will continue to supply 
only varieties which have given satisfaction 
to growers in the past. 

From other statements made in the com- 
prehensive review of the Irish Sugar Com- 
pany s work, it would seem that beet growers 
and sugar consumers may expect good results 
from this important enterprise.

GOVERNMENT AND THE 
LIVE-STOCK INDUSTRY 


“ NOT AGAINST IT ™ 


ISCUSSING the token vote of £10, 
1) which brought the total amount re- 
quired by the Free State Department 
of Agriculture to £998,000, Dr. Ryan, 
Minister for Agriculture, was not very 
helpful to those who have tried and usually 
succeeded in making a living out of farming. 
He admitted, in effect, that, as a result of 
the British tariff, plus the Free State bounty 
on cattle exports, cattle sent from this 
country to Britain have suffered an average 
loss of £5 per head. He did not seem to 
consider that very serious, and advanced 
the now time-worn argument that the home 
market was more proiitable than the export. 
It the Free State population was large 
enough to consume the country’s live stock 
without relying on any export trade, that 
argument would be understandable. It is 
generally agreed that, as far as possible, the 
home’ market should be held for home pro- 
luce. It there is a surplus, how- 
ever, and a market for that surplus 
can be found in a neighbouring country, such 
as Great Britain, why should that source 
of income be neglected or antagonised for 
purely political purposes? Before the period 
of the economic dispute the export cattle 
trade was sometimes dislocated by restrictions 
on the movement of cattle in Britain due to 
outbreaks of foot and mouth disease in that 
country, That usually caused an outcry 
among cattle breeders and exporters, but 
when the restrictions were removod trade 
The live stock branch 
of agriculture is now in a perfect state of 
abnormality. 


The Minister's View 


Dr. Ryan has declared that the Govern. 
ment is not against the live stock industry, 
but that cannot be said of some of his 
political supporters. As proof of his state- 
ment Dr. Ryan asks: ' What did we make 
the coal-cattle agreement for, except to 
develop the live stock industry. We have taken 
every possible action to try and find a market 
for our live. stock products, at. home, and in 
other. places where we can get a market.” 
And all this while almost ignoring the mar- 
ket at our doór. Any man of common-sense 
will ask—why should an established market 
be killed before another one is obtained? 

If the Government’s tillage gh had 
been promoted in conjunction with the de- 
velopment of stock breeding on sound lines, 
they might even have attracted to their 
support people whose only aim is the im- 
provement of the country, no matter what 
party is in power. There is a lot to be 
said in favour of the Government’s plan of 
having a meat canning factory started for 
disposing of old, healthy, but uneconomic 
cows. This is expected to account, for 
10,000 beasts a year, while under the new 
amending bill to the Slaughter of Sheep and 
Cattle Act the Minister for Agriculture will 
be empowered to trade in cattle with other 
countries, end in this way get rid. of another 
20,000 to 25,000 cattle a year. The amend- 
ing bill will also compel butchers to pay 
the minimum price which farmers were sup- 
posed to get in the past. Having spoken in 
a manner that minimised the losses sustained 
by stock-owners, the Minister for 
Agriculture stated that the total 
output of sugar beet and wheat in 1926 
was worth £324,000. This year the output 
was valued at almost £5,000,000. When, 
he said, the country grew its full require- 
ments, the full output would be worth 
£6,700,000., . Even if the farmer was suffer- 
ing small losses from the economic war, he 
was gaining enough from wheat and beet 
to cover his losses and, perhaps, give him a 
little over. 


Losses Sustained 


There are well-known. farmers in tillage 
areas who had the foresight to change over 
from old-style methods to crops favoured by 
the Government, together with stock-feeding. 
These, perhaps, may be numbered amongst 
those who sustained small losses, but a 
majority have lost quite heavily. 

Mr. Patrick Hogan, T.D., former Minister 
for Agriculture, in vigorous style, criticised 
the policy of his successor. ‘There was, he 
said, no agricultural policy for this country 
but the policy which his party had adopted 
when in office. It was humiliating to have to 
point out that a two-year-old beast which 
a farmer raised would bring him in twice 
or three times as much as an acre of wheat 
or beet. Two well-bred Herefords would pay 
three times as much as an acre of beet 
Five or six ewe lambs would pay 
three times as much as an acre of beet, 
and four times as much as an acre of wheat. 
This was what the Fianna Fail policy had 
come to—the growing of wheat and sugar 
beet, and the killing of the live stock industry 
and live stock products. Was not that the 
road to bankruptcy ! 

it is probable that, no matter what ‘argu- 
ments in support of his policy are advanced 
by the Minister for Agriculture, he will meet 
with strong opposition from people who may 
justly claim to have a stake in the country. 


FRUIT CROPS IN THE 
NORTH 


STRAWBERRIES FOR 


BRITAIN 


N regard to the principal fruit crop in 
| Northern Ireland, it is reckoned that the 

yield of apples will be lighter than the 
bumper crop of 1934. The opinion is held that 
the heavy crops of last year have affected the 
productiveness of the trees, and smaller re- 
turns are expected in most orchards this year. 
The position of other tree fruits in Northern 
Ireland is less satisfactory, but pears and 
cherries are fairly promising. Strawberries 
are regarded as a fair crop, and a feature 
of t : season’s trade was the shipment of 
strawberries in large quantities to Great 
Britain, This is the first year in which this 
fruit has béen shipped in appreciable quantity 
to cross Channel markets, and was due to the 
damage done by bad weather to the straw- 
berry plantations there. 


Insect and Fungoid Pests 


Insect life was fairly prevalent this year, 
but in most orchards it has been kept in 
check by spraying, Caterpillers and apple 
blossom weevil were more noticeable this year 
than formerly, Aphis and American Goose- 
berry mildew were also reported to be trouble- 
so: .e pests in orchards this séason. Despite

Losses Incurred in “ Curing - Hay 


Starting wita grass in the early flowering 
stage, experiments are in progress (1) to 
compare the amount of food material con- 
tained therein with that of the hay made 
therefrom, and (2) to investigate the nature 
and causes of the reduction in food value 
which occurs in the transformation of grass 
into hay. It is hoped that recommendations 
can be made ior the purpose of minimising 
losses. 


Hay Versus Silage Making 


In collaboration with the Department of 
General Agriculture a co-operative experl- 
ment is in progress to test the comparative 
yield of digestible material from grass land 
when the herbage is cut for silage-making as 
against its conversion into hay. Measure 
are being adopted whereby the total digestible 
material fron a number of successive cuts 
of aftermath from the silage and hay areas 
is to be taken into account. i 

Arrangements are made in this experiment 
to compare the losses in the digestible 
material of grass made into silage (a) allowed 
to ferment in the ordinary way, and (b) 
treated with A.I,V. solution. 


Factors in Value of a Ration 


The want of agreement. between results 
obtained from experiments designed to 
evaluate particular foodstuffs is get oe due 
to the different conditims under which the 
tests ar. carried out. There is considerable 
evidence, foc instance, that the value of a 
the combination of 
other foodstuffs witn which it is fed. Work 
in progres in the Animal Nutrition Depart- 
ment goes to show that in the case of pigs 
and poultry, which live so largely on meals, 
the physical condition of the meal mixture 
is important, that a certain amount of fibre 
to produce bulk is necessary, and that 
for the purpose of ‘bulk the fibre 
of one material 1s more _ valuable 
than that if anothsr. ‘The health and 
progress of young pigs is affected, to 
a considerable degree, by these and similar 
factors of the dietary. There is also a 
relationship between these factorg and the 
health and ‘‘ bloom” of cattle. An investiga- 
tion into this aspect of nutrition is necessarily 
of a protracted nature. 


Feeding ‘‘ Minerals ** to Calves 


Work in connection with the advisability 
of adding inorganic minerals, such as sodium 
chloride, lime, iron, iodine, etc., has been 
in progress in the division for a number of 
years. and is now nearing completion. As 
a result it will be possible to make definite 
recommendations in this connection for 
guidance in practical feeding. 


Effect of Dietary on Chickens 


From large hatches of chickens numerous 
groups of the same age and breeding are 
laced on different dietaries, and a record 
is kept of food consumption and of growth. 
Observations are made on the progress of 
feathering and on the effects of the different 
food mixtures on the inclination of chickens 
towards feather picking. 


Meal Mixture for Pullets 


Groups of twelve weeks old pullets are 
given different combinations of meals with a 
view to discovering the relationship between 
the concentration of the ration and (1) the 
rate of growth, (2) the deposition of body 
fat, (5) sexual maturity, t.e., onset of egy 
production ; (4) subsequent egg production.

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WHITE SCOUR IN 
CALVES 


ADVICE ON ITS TREATMENT 


NEW leafiet (No. 82) dealing With white 
A scour in calves has been issued by the 

Northern Ireland Ministry of Agricul- 
ture, Belfast. ‘lhis disease is one which for a 
long time was attributed to the use of 
separated milk for calf feeding. It is a 
highly contagious bacterial disease afiecting 
calves up to about a month old. The chiel 
symptoms are severe whitish-coloured diarr- 
hoea, extreme dulness and progressive emacia- 
tion; in many cases pneumonia follows alter 
the symptoms of scouring have disappeared. 
Lhe leafiet goes on :— 

“When the cow is about to calve a good 
layer of clean straw should be placed behind 
her to keep the calf clean, and, in addition, 
the ‘bearings’ of the cow should be washed 
with a weak solution of a disinfectant, such as 
Lysol, inade by adding a. half wineglass ol 
Lysol to one gallon of water. 


Preventive Measures 


“Immediately after the calf is born, its 
navel cord should be tied with thread or fine 
twine which should be kept ready im a solu- 
tion of the disinfectant. ‘The person who is 
to tie the cord should before domg so, scrub 
and wash his hands and disinfect them in the 
solution. Immediately after the cord is tiéd, 
the portion of it adhering to the calf, as well 
as the surrounding part of the calf’s body, 
should be carefully painted with tincture of 
iodine. After a few minutes the navel cord 
should be painted with coilodion containing 
one per cent. of iodine, or Stockholm tar may 
be used for this purpose instead of collodion 
und iodine. The calf should then be placed in 
calf-house which has been freshly disinfected 
and bedded with clean straw. 

“It, must be clearly understood that navel 
treatment of the calf will be helpful in pre- 
venting contagious white scour only if re- 
peated and thorough disinfection of the pre- 
roises is carried out beforehand, combined 
with scrupulous cleanliness of the feeding 
utensils. 

‘* Similar precautionary measures, as regards 
disinfection of premises,. navel treatment and 
cleanliness are also of service in preventing 
outbreaks of ‘joint ill’ or ‘navel ill’ in 
newly-born calves.” 


CAN WE GROW SOYA BEANS?

Privately-conducted experiments have re- 
sulted in the production of acclimatised soya 
beans in this country. Whether this can be 
done on a large scale or not remains to be 
seen. Some light will probably be thrown 
on the matter as the result of experiments 
now being carried out at the Albert Agricul- 
tural College. 

Varieties of the soya bean have been pro- 
duced in England, which are said to ripen 
normally under English climatic conditions. 
Some of these acclimatised varieties are being 
tried at the Albert College Farm this season 
to ascertain if a mature crop can be produced 
under our climatic conditions. As farmers are 
aware, the soya bean is a leguminous plant, 
and, therefore, has a bacterial organism 
associated with its growth. To inquire inte 
the necessity of inoculating the seed before 
sowing with the organism peculiar to the soya 
bean, two plots have been laid down, one 
with untreated seed and the other with seed 
inoculated with the soya bean organism.

Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Patrick Cunniam (instructed by Messrs.

Subsequently, in Decemier, 1934, the 
plaintiff's medicai adviser discovered” further 
serious disabilities directly attributable to 
the resuit of ‘the accident, and it appeared 
that, as the plaintiff would never fully res 
cover from those injuries, he had been ad- 
vised to sue for more substantial compen- 
sation in the High Court 
Mr. Lynch said that he moved under the 
proviso to Section 48 of the Courts of Justice 
Act, 1924, on the ground that the High Court 
was the more appropriate tribunal, considering 
the very serious nature of the injuries on 
which a jury would be called upon to award 
compensation. 
Mr. J. P. Murnane (instructed by Messrs. 
Milward Jones and Sharpe) who appeared -for 
the defendant, opposed the motion, on the 
ground that the claim had not beer amended 
in the Circuit Court, and further, that £300, 
the full extent of the Circuit Court jurisdic- 
tion, would be ample compensation. 
Mr. Cunniam replying, stated that the 
claim would be properly amended to £2,000 
before the Master at the proper time. 
Judge Davitt granted the application for 
transfer. 


MOTOR CAR DAMAGED IN

outlined an important scheme for a settlement of the dispute with 


Great Britain.

Mr. Jameson traced the history of the refusal to pay the land 
annuities, thereby raising a quarrel with our best, and. for some 


things, our only, customer. 


This led to the infliction of duties and 


quotas, which had to be met by bounties and subsidies. Following 
this tariffs were placed on an infinite number of commodities enter- 


ing this country. 


If any negotiations are to take place, it would be necessary, 
Mr. Jameson said, to arrive at a thorough understanding among 
ourselves as to what tariffs are essentials and must be retained. and 
what can be used for bargaining in making a trade agreement. 


_ While these matters were being considered here, the introduc- 
tion of further tariffs must be suspended, unless by special Acts 


carried by both Houses. 
ON OTTAWA LINES 


When this knowledge had been ascertained, they would be in 
a position to discuss, on Ottawa lines, a trading agreement with 
Great Britain. The advantages of trade to both Britain and Ireland 
were so substantial that to secure them both should be willing to 


make concessions. 


He was opposed to any arrangement involving future annual 


payments to Great Britain.

SMALL COMMISSION 


He believed the heads of the Government and the Opposition 
could secure a suitable small commission to consider the question. 
Information not previously made public should be placed at their 


disposal. 


When their work was finished, a small number of trusted 


and intelligent citizens should be selected to confer with a similar 
number acting for Great Britain, not to debate before .an-arbitra- 
tor, but to find an honourable and satisfactory settlement which they 
could recommend to their peoples. - How their findings were to be 
ratified was a matter which would have to be decided at an early 


stage. 


Mr. Jameson said he doubted whether a truce could be 
arranged, as it was not a case of the cessation of physical violence 


as in the Ireaty. 


He believed the British Government would give 


every assistance, but, under existing circumstances, they could not 


be expected to make the first move. 


Nor did he think the present 


Government should be asked to make the first move on their own re- 
sponsibility, but he thought they could be asked to get the leaders of 
the three important parties to join with them in a determined effort 
to end the present ruinous state of affairs.

It 
was at the suggestion of one of the Opposi- 
tion Senators that Mr. Sean MacEntee, 
Minister for Finance, who was in charge 
of the bill, refrained from passing any 
comment on Mr. Jameson’s scheme until 
he had the opportunity of discussing it 
with the President and his colleagues in 
the Executive Council. It is quite expected 
that an authoritative statement on the 
matter will be made on behalf of the 
Government at an early date. 


POLITICAL MATTERS 
OVERLOOKED 


One criticism which was made regarding 
Mr. Jameson’s proposals was that. they 
appeared to overlook the political matters 
with which the question of settlement is 
surrounded. According to statements made 
from various sources, a settlement of the 
financia] and economic matters would not 
present insuperable difficulties. 

Mr. James H. Thomas, the Dominions 
Minister, in his speech last week in the 
House of Commons said: “No one 
assumes for one moment that the mere 
question of annuities is the only difficulty. 
We could soon get over that difficulty if 
that were the only matter indispute.’’ But 
are the Oath of Allegiance, the Governor- 
General as the King’s representative, a 
‘ foreign King.” as defined by Mr. de 
Valera, not fundamental to any settlement ?

D ISCUSSING the Ministry for Justice 
vote in the Senate yesterday, Mr. 
O’FARRELL, said that during the past 
few days disgraceful acts of hooliganism 
had* been perpetrated in certain s of 
the country in which churches, public 
halls, and even private residences had been 
attacked, and in some cases burnt to the 
ground. No doubt the hooligans would 
seek to justify their actions as reprisals 
for what was happening in Belfast. In 
other words, the deeds of criminal rowdies 
in Belfast were to be avenged here on law- 
abiding and .inoffensive citizens of this 
State by those who had no respect what- 
ever for the laws of this or any other State, 
Whatever other shortcomings might be 
accredited to them they of the Free State 
could claim that no citizen had hitherto 
on account of his religion suffered in 
person, property or o ‘pee mbang, for per- 
sonal advancement. ey must zealously 
and vigorously safeguard that claim. 
Freedom of conscience was one of the very 
elements of human liberty. He did not see 
ie because of what was taking place in 
Belfast, any people in the Free State 
should seek to bring on all Ireland the 
slrame and humiliation which belonged to 
the whole City of Belfast, although, 
probably, nine-tenths of that city’s people 
deplored what had taken place there.

Yesterday the Japanese Press riposted 
for the first time to the Italian Press 
attacks by accusing Rome of indulging in 
a plot to develop the dispute into a general 
conflict between the coloured and white 
races. 

Zero hour for the appointment of a fifth 
arbitrator on the abortive Italo-Abyssinian 
Conciliation Commission ends to-day with- 
out indication of any action being taken. 

The League Council meeting arranged 
for in Paris on Tuesday will probably take 
place on July ólst.

CONCILIATION DEADLOCK

GENEVA, Wednesday. 

Although some eleventh-hour surprise, 
in the shape of the appointment of a fifth 
arbitrator in the Italo-Abyssinian Con- 
ciliation Commission, is always possible, 
it is not expected that there will be any 
such or other dramatic development to- 
morrow, 

The Secretariat of the League will wait 
till midnight has run out before issuing 
invitations for the Council meeting 

The reports of the conciliators have been 
published. The Italians, it will be re- 
called, suggested an adjournment, in the 
course of which the two Governments 
might agree as to the future course of the 
procedure in the Commission. Nothing 
has come of these negotiations, and the 
time-limit tentatively fixed hy the Italians 
has already expired. 

The Abyssinian representatives’ reports 
were more categorical. They threw the 
blame for the breakdown of negotiations 
upon the Italians and referred the dis- 
pute back to the Council. 

The British desire to have a frank dis- 
cussion of the whole problem by the 
Council will have the support of the Little 
Entente, the Balkan Entente, and of most 
other members of the Council. The atti- 
tude of M. Litvinoff, President in Office in 
this dispute, has been surprisingly 
negative so far, as he has not come out as 
strongiy for the respect of the Covenant 
as had heen cts 3 

Wel!-informed quarters in Rome stated 
this morning that they knew nothing of 
the possrbility of another meeting of the 
Conciliation Commission or of the possi- 
bility of appointing a fifth arbiter to- 
morrow. 


CALM AND CAUTIOUS 

“The Italian Press is indulging in a 
systematic plot to develop the Abyssinian 
dispute into a general conflict between the 
coloured and white races,’’ declared the 
Asahi Shimbun (Japan) in an inspired 
article yesterday. In this way, the paper 
adds, ltaly is endeavouring to force Britain 
and France to support her. Japan, mean- 
while, is merely watching developments 
with calm and caution. 

Italian troopships and transports return- 
ing empty from the ports of Massawa and 
Mogadishu are causing great congestion in 
the Suez Canal.

A “FOUR POINT” naval policy has 

been adopted by President Roose- 
velt in view of the pending expiry of the 
Washington ‘Treaty, according to the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Herald Tribune, 

The points are as follow: 

(1) Recognition of the impossibility of 
persuading Japan to extend the Washing- 
ton and London Naval Treaties on tlc old 
basis; & | 

(2) The British Government to be left 
to take the initiative in working out some 
mutually acceptable formula of restric- 
tion and in calling for further restric- 
or a formal conference; 

(3) The formula “ equality of security ”’ 
to be advanced as a basis for a formula 
of limitation. Any very substantial in- 
crease of Japan’s relative tonnage strength 
would, however, be resisted: 

(4) Opposition to any general i-.creases 
above the present Treaty allotted tonnages. 
Meanwhile, the present American build- 
ing programme would be maintained on 
the ground that even at the end of the 
first five years after tl. expiry cf the 
Washington Treaty this programme would 
not bring the American hay beyond the 
present Treaty allowances. 

This programme would, of course, be 
subject to change if warranted by the 
policy of Britain and Japan. 


JAPAN’S TENTATIVE 
APPROVAL

Catholic workman, could not support the 
first, and the second, involving a disloca- 
tion of existing contracts, was criticised 
from all quarters. Last month, when the 
contents of the Economy Bill became 
known, the powerful Roman Catholic 
Employers’ Association passed a resolu- 
tion declaring that the deflationary ten- 
dency of the bill would be disastrous to 
the country, and expressing the opinion 
that the financial problem could not be 
solved without devaluation of the guilder. 

Much of the trouble has been caused by 
speculators seeking profit, who should be 
distinguished from investors seeking 
safety for their capital. All the gold 
currencies have suffered from their opera- 
tions, though, of course, they only become 
dangerous when they are given an opening 
by unbalanced Budgets, economic strains, 
political unrest or other conditions which 
threaten, or seem to threaten, stability. 
They lose their power for mischief when 
confidence is restored. 

The lira, like the franc and the guilder, 
is only being kept at its nominal exchange 
value by extraordinary efforts, proceeds 
The Times. So long as this instability 
persists there can be little prospect of a 
revival of international trade, which, how- 
ever, does not imply that such a revival 
can be promoted by an artificial stabilisa- 
tion of the exchanges before the causes 
have been removed which have made them 
unstable. There is a tendency in some 
countries to speak as though the whole 
trouble had been caused by the deprecia- 
tion of sterling in terms of gold. A sounder 
view is put forward in the passage dealing 
with this question in the Government's 
recent reply to Mr, Lloyd George. They 
truly maintain in that document that 
sterling, since its divorce from gold, has 
been the steadiest currency in the world, 
and that if its value has varied as against 
the value of gold, the variation has been 
due to vagaries in the value of gold, not in 
the value of the pound.

The Curfew Order in the York street 
area 18 likely to remain in force for some 
time, the police regarding it as the best 
possible means of quieting this district. 

The barricades are somewhat more per- 
manent than the Curfew Order, and I am 
given to understand that they will remain 
for some considerable time. The authori- 
ties consider that they ‘do not really 
hamper the normal course of business, and 
are an excellent ‘‘ safety device”’ for 
mixed areas. 


RELIEF COMMITTEES 


Emergency volunteer relief committees 
have been formed to assist the many hun- 
dreds of refugees who were forced to leave 
their homes during the riots. Special 
appeals are being made for cast-off cloth- 
ing, and it is understood that a relief 
fund is being opened. 


MALICIOUS INJURY CLAIMS 


Claims for malicious injuries caused 
durtng the riots continue to flow in to the 
Belfast Corporation. The total to-day was 
stated to be no less than £50,000. This 
figure, however, does not include claims 
for death or for personal injuries, and it 
is believed that the final figure for com- 
pensation will be something like £100,000. 

Mr. Joseph Forte, Political Secretary 
of the Italian Fascisti in Belfast, stated 
to-day that there has been no intimida- 
tion, or eviction, of Italian families in the 
city since they lodged their formal com- 
plaint with the Northern Ireland Govern- 
ment through the Royal Itaiian Consul, 
Mr. Raymond Burke.

CIRCULARS SENT TO 
BRITISH MEMBERS 


Mr. Cahir Healy and Mr. J. F. Stewart, 
the two Nationalist members for 
Fermanagh and Tyrone, have sent to all 
members of the British Parliament a series 
of extracts from speeches of Northern 
Ireland Ministers regarding sectarian 
strife in Belfast. 

The object of the circular is to support 
the contention that “ Ministers of the 
Northern Government must be held respon 
sible in the main for the violent outbursts 
of sectarian hate in the City of Belfast.” 

After giving statements attributed to 
individual Ministers, the circular asks:

BUYING BY AN 
INSPECTOR 


DENOUNCED AS WILD 
WEST LAW 


DEPUTY WARNS THE 


GOVERNMENT

N the Committee stage of the Slaughter 
€3 of Cattle and Sheep (Amendment) 
Bill, Mr. BELTON moved an amend- 
ment, the object of which, he said, was to 
keep a check on the revenue coming ‘in, so 
as ‘to show how much would be used for 
administration of the Act and how much 
would go to general revenue purposes. 
The MINISTER. (Dr. Ryan) opposin 
amendment, said that if it was only a 
matter of accountancy, he did not see what 
was to be gained. All receipts, as well as 
all payments, in connection with the bill 
would have to be published, and the deputy 
could get any further information by means 
of a Parliamentary question. Apart from 
free beef expenditure, the Roscrea . factory 
would cost somewhere between £125,000 and 
£150,000, and tinned beef between £20,000 and 
£40,000 for one year. For this financial year 
the Minister for Finance would, it was esti- 


the 


mated, be asked to contribute £200,000 under | 


the present measure. 

Mr. BELTON (Ind., Dublin, N.) said that 
the effects of world depression were not 
touched by the measure at all, but only the 
artificial depression caused by the economic 
war 


TAXATION RIVULETS 
Mr. MULCAHY (U.I1., Dublin, N.) said 


the measure gave machinery for gathering 
together small rivulets of taxation before they 
fell into the ocean of taxation. One of the 
ways in which people were taxed in 
a hiddetway was in the price of meat. 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.1,, Cork City) sug- 
gested that there might be no use for the 
Roserea factory in two years. In -his lucid 
moments the Minister might see that the 
economic war should not be carried on for 
ever. They could get tired even of a war, 
and then the Roscrea factory might be needed 
no longer. 

Dr. RYAN remarked that the need would 
remain unless there was an _ unrestricted 


market, 

Mr. COSGRAVE suggested that the de- 
struction of calves should settle the position 
by next January. 

Dr. RYAN—Possibly, 

The motion was lost without a division. 


WILD WEST LAW 


Upon the section which gives power to an 
inspector to serve a notice upon a victualler, 
and, subsequently, to take over the buying 
of cattle and sheep for that victualler, the 
MINISTER for AGRICULTURE moved two 
amendments. The first was to extend from 
seven to fourteen days the time (after the 
serving of the prohibitory notice) after which 
the inspector. takes over the buying. . The 
second was to provide that the Minister 
should, within seven days after the service 
of the notice, consider any representations 
made to him in the matter by the victualler. 

The MINISTER said that victuallers who 
had discussed this section with him said that 
it-awas the section of which they had most 
féar. ‘The victuallers had agreed that the 
amendments would give them more peace of 
uiind, : ! 

‘he House ‘agreed to discuss with the 
ministerial’ amendments an amendment. pro- 
posed “by Mr. BENNETT -(U.L, Limerick) 
that the provisions of the section should not 
apply ‘to any victual/er unless. he had. been 
charged and convicted of an infringement of 
the. Act in regard to the purchase or acquis!- 
tion of cattle and sheep. 

Mr. BELTON said “that the ministerial 
amendments meant ncthing. They did not 
affect the terrible principle of the section. It 
was terrible to embody in legislation the 
principle that, if one had suspicion of a man, 
one could take control of his business. Why 
shotld not the principle be extended, and 
the Guards be allowed to run the business of 
a man whom they suspected of law-breaking 
and could not catch? Why, if they actually 
did catch a publican selling liquor in pro- 
hibited hours, could the Guards not go and 
run the public-house? Local hostilities and 
politics would be brought into the matter, 
and an inspector would be able to run the 
business of a butcher with whose political 
views he disagreed; that could happen, 
no matter what party was in power. 
It was Wild West law. Did not the Minister 
“recognise the Courts” in this matter; why 
was he taking the law into his own hands? 
The section was a monstrous outrage on 
private enterprise; it was next door to 
anarchy. 

Mr. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said that 
that section contemplated the existence of 
no rights and no duties for any citizens 
except the bureaucrats who surrounded the 
Minister for Agriculture. There was no obli-, 
gation upon the Minister to prove that the 
victualler, whose business was to be run by 
an inspector, had committed any offence, The 
Minister, if he did not like the colour of a 
butcher's whiskers could say: “á he does not 
change the colour I shall serve a notice upon 
him, or “I served the notice upon him 
because I got out of bed the wrong side this 
morning and he was the first butcher I met.” 

The MINISTER (Dr. Ryan) said that these 
amendments were suggested by the victuallers 
on the Consultative Council and he had agreed 
to put them in. The amendment of Deputy 
Bennett. if accepted, would make the section 
absolutely ridiculous. 

_The Minister's amendments were agreed to 
without a division. | 

On a division, the amendment by Deputy 
Bennett was rejected by 49 votes to 33. 


DRIVEN TO THE WALL 


On the motion that the section stand part 
of the bill, 

Mr. BELTON (Independent, Dublin, N.) 
pointed out that there was, according to the 
eection, no obligation on the Minister to give 
any ‘reason for serving a notice cn a 
registered butcher that he would have 
to go out of the buying of cattle 
or sheep. The whole thing was monstrous. 
The Minister and his party were driven to 
the wall. They had really no solution to 
offer in regard to the cattle problem, and 
they had reluctantly admitted that the cattle 
problem was the weak point with them. It 
would be much better for the cattle trade if 
neither the principal nor the present Act 
‘were introduced, and if it had been let alone 
the cattle trade would have been much better 
off to-day. - It was only the incompetent 
meddling by the Government that had the 
trade in its present. position. 

The motion was carried by 53 votes to 31. 


CHEAP BEEF PRICE 


Mr. BELTON moved an amendment to 
secure that the price payable by recipients 
fer beef shall be such a price that when the 
subsidy given by the Minister for Finance 
is added to it it would give the registered 
butcher his ordinary :etail price. 

He said that if the Government was taking 
ciedit for giving cheap beef, it was only 
right that the money to pay for the scheme 
should come from the Government. 

Mr. BRENNAN (U.I., Roscommon) said 
that one of the things that militated against 
the payment of the minimum price for cattle 
was that butchers said they suffered a dead 
loss on the free beef they had to distribute 
at the price the Government was paying. 

The Minister for Agriculture (Dr. RYAN) 
said that the price paid for free beef was 
adequate, except in some few areas, where 
there was an undue proportion of ‘free beef 
gas ! 
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| havé any effect on the situation where

GOVERNMENT WARNED 


Speaking on the final stage of the bill, 
Mr. DILLON declared that the Fianna Fail 
Party had a strange gift for making a hope- 
Jess mess of things, wrapping a sheet around 
themselves, and then emerging from the bo 
hole with a slimy coat of green mud, - whic 
they protested was nothing but the veneer of 
patriotism always associated with them. They 
emerged describing themselves as sea-green 
incorruptibles, as they always were. 

How many deputies, he asked, remembered 
that the Slaughter of Cattle and Sheep Bill 
was heralded as the one alternative to the 
markets that Fianna Fail was going to pro- 
vide. Very few deputies remembered. 
Most of the deputies had now a warm feeling 
in their hearts that this was another of the 
Christian methods introduced by President de 
Valera to relieve the sufferings of the poor. 

Like every other cracked scheme that 
Fiantia Fail had bronght before the House, 
the present one, Mr. Dillon continued, had 
broken down, and had proved to be a costly 
and futile failure. For the first time since 
1847 there was established a state of affairs 
in which a considerable part of the popula- 
tion had transformed themselves into 
““soupers,” and they found respectable able- 
bodied fellows marching into town to get 
their paper of free meat. Every decent element 
in the country contemplated that state .of 
affairs with disgust. It was something to 
realise that. even at the eleventh hour, the 
Government had seen that the. demoralising 
effect of it on self-respecting people was 
something that could not be allowed to 
continue. 


BANKRUPTCY THREAT 


Now, he continued, they had a new 
principle introduced, under which surplus live 
stock would be sold at a subsidised price to 
chosen individuals. The ruling price for good 
quality bullock or heifer meat in England 
and Northern Ireland to-day was 38s. per 
ewt., and the Governments there gave their 
farmers five shillings per cwt. on every beast 
they sold, which meant that the farmers there 
were getting 40s. to 43s. per cwt. for the 
same kind of meat that Free State farmers 
were only getting 18s. to 22s, per cwt. In 
addition to that, the agricultural labourers 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland were 
receiviug from 14s. to 15s. per week more 
than the labourers in this country. The live 
stock industry of the country had already 
shrunk so much that the Government had 
found itself able to discontinue the licences 
ia respect of the British quota. They had 
not now got enough cattle to fill the British 
quota, or to fill that share of the despised 
— market that the British had given 
them, : ‘ 

That policy would only mean that the 
stock-fatteners would go bankrupt, and that 
every producer of live stock in Connemara, 
the Rosses in Donegal, and the congested 
areas all through the country, were going 
to be permanently on the dole because their 
means of livelihood would be gone, That 
policy also meant that every industry in the 
country was going to become bankrupt, too, 
and deputies in the House did not seem to 
realise that. 


A WARNING 


He warned the Government that if they 
pursued the policy enshrined in the bill, not 
only wonld the standard of living of the 
agricultural commanity be forced down, but 
the social services that every deputy wanted 
to maintain would be destroyed for want of 
the necessary money. Already the Govern- 
ment was saving £300,000 by economies 
against the unemployed. If the Government 
deliberately created a situation in which the 
alternatives were bankruptcy or deflation, 
then either there would be wide inflation or 
revolution. 

Mr. BELTON said that this bill was a 
specimen of the tinkering with agriculture 
that was going on nowadays. It tended 
towards the production of store cattle, and 
if there was one kind of “ranching” that 
was detrimental to this country’s interests, 
it was the production of store cattle. The 
development of store cattle was a very serious 
thing; it suggested that this country had 
not got beyond the prairie stage. Personally, 
he would not be sorry to see the end of the 
export of store cattle. Our fat cattle could 
be sold in Great Britain. Increased store 
eattle production meant a contraction in 
tillage here. 

“Unless a big, generous attempt is made 
to face up to the trouble with Great Britain. 
we will have to surrender unconditionally,” 
said Mr. Belton. 

The MINISTER (Dr. RYAN) said he 
agreed with Mr. Belton that no branch of 
agriculture was paying in this country unless 
it was subsidised, but the same thing applied 
in other countries. The Government had 
suspicions that levies had not been paid in 
full in some cases, and they were trying to 
deal with the defaulters. They were not 
trying to brand all butchers as rogues, but 
if a few did not pay the minimum price 
they made it difficult for their competitors 
who had paid full price to carry on, The 
amending bill was not an abandonment of 
the principal Act, but was introduced to 
strengthen it. 

The final stage of the bill was carried, on 
a division, hy 47 to 31.

SUGGESTION IN THE 
SENATE

N the final stage of the Finance Bill. in 
O the Senate yesterday, Mr. JAMESON 

said the three essentials of prosperity in 
any-country were cheap bread, cheap clothing, 
and cheap fuel, and, so far as this country 
was concerned,, they should add cheap sugar. 
In addition to the taxes on these essentials 
there were many other hidden taxes which 
directly drove at the prosperity of the 
country. There was no doubt that they 
would have to consider some method of 
getting rid of taxation of this nature. If 
hey ag not get some other system estab- 
lished, and continued to spend so much 
money, there was no doubt that by this time 
next year fresh sources of taxation would 
have to be brought forward by the Govern- 
ment—the income tax exemptions of to-day 
may have to be revised, and they might also 
see the salaries of the school teachers lowered. 
They were watching the very same thing 
taking place in France, which was up against 
the very same problem as our Government. 
No sane country could go on borrowing money 
on very hazy security to meet a balance 
which was not met by the amount of money 
collected by the Government. If this system 
of borrowing were to go on in order to pay 
expenditure over income then they were on 


ithe high road of all spendthrifts. 


The Government had refused to pay the 
land annuities, and as a result the course of 
trade between the two countries had been 
upset. Tariffs had been placed on goods 
coming in, raising the price to the people of 

ractically pearsibing needed to othe, them. 

me tariffs were of a war nature to prevent 
British goods being sold here; some to secure 
a protected market in this country for home- 
manufactured goods, and others merely to 
raise revenue for the Government. It was 
most desirable that a settlement between the 
two countries should be arrived at. In the 
event of negotiations, they would first have 
to decide the tariffs really necessary to secure 
the establishment of industries giving good 
employment; secondly, the tariffs required to 
keep other industries going which gave little 
employment, and, thirdly, the tariffs put on 
goods for war purposes. There would be a 
great gain to both countries by an equitable 
working arrangement. 


NO ANNUAL PAYMENTS 


He did not believe that any arrangement 
should be made involving future annual pay- 
ments to Great Britain by the Free State. 
Whatever settlement was arrived at must be 
for one definite amount. The one essential as 
far as the Free State was concerned was that 
the agreement should not be made by any 
one party, since that would not give the 
required stability, He believed that the heads 
of the Government and the Opposition could 
secure the appointment of a small Commis- 
sion for the consideration of the question. A 
vast amount of information which had not 
been made known publicly would have 
to be placed at the disposal . of 
this Commission. When. their work 
was finished a small number of their most 
trustworthy and intelligent citizens would 
have to be selected to confer with an equally 
highly qualified commission acting for Great 
Britain, not debating before any crbitrator, 
but striving to arrive at an honourable and 
satisfactory settlement which they could 
recommend to the peoples they: represented 
They would have to decide at an early stage 
of the proceedings how their decisions were 
to be ratified. 

Some proposal for a discussion on such 
lines would sate to be laid before the British 
Government, and they would have to under- 
take to appoint a commission to act for Great 
Britain, and some undertaking would have 
to be given as to the ratification of the 
findings of the commission by both Govern- 
ments. 


THE FIRST MOVE 


“1 believe,” continued Mr. Jameson, “ that 
the British Government, fully aware of the 
great benefits a settlement would bring, would 
give every assistance, but under existing 
circumstances they cannot be expected to 
make the first move. Nor do 1 think you can 
ask our Government to make the first move 
on their own responsibility, but 1 do think 
we can ask them to begin with their own 
citizens and make the endeavour to get the 
leaders of the three important parties of the 
Free State to join with them in a determined 
effort to put an end to the present ruinous 
state of affairs existing between the two 
countries,”’ 

If the Government did nothing, he said, 
and another. Budget more disastrous than the 
present one was brought before the country 
next year, they could only conclude that 
either the will or the ability was wanting to 
enable the situation to be dealt with, and 
he hoped for the sake of the country that was 


not so. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that the effect of 
the present policy, however successful it might 
be in its immediate purpose, would be to 
reproduce all the evils that had been produced 
in this and other countries under the 
capitalistic system. There was not the germ 
of a principle in the Government policy that 
was going to supplant the present system. 
The political change that had taken place 
was not. being followed by a social and 
economic change. 

The McGILLYCUDDY OF THE REEKS 
said that he could assure the House from his 
own observation that in the country districts 
there was a very definite deterioration in the 
assets of almost every type of farmer, with a 
consequent effect on the shopkeepers in the 
small towns. The standard of living in the 
small farmers’ houses bad gone down very 
much. He urged on the Government to con- 
sider how they could end the present unfor- 
tunate dispute and not to consider the ques- 
tion a political one. 

Mr. MILROY said that every serious- 
minded person in the community desired that 
the dispute should end without party 
triumph, without national dishonour, and 
that it be followed by some period during 
which the people would have an opportunity 
of retrieving their position. 

Mr. MacELLIN—What price would you 
pay for a settlement ? 

Mr. MILROY—That is a question which is 
very difficult to answer on the spur of the 
moment. I am not asking anyone to pay any 
price, but if that is the tone and the ri 
in which this matter is approached, then there 
can be no settlement. Every worth-while 
interest in the country is clamant for a termi- 
nation of this unfortunate dispute. 

The final stage of the bill was passed, and 
the House adjourned until 3 o’clock to-day.

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GALWAY HARBOUR BILL 
PASSED 

eS 


N the Senate yesterday, Mr. T. 
WESTROPP BENNETT presiding, the 
rome stage of the Galway Harbour 

Bill, 1933, was taken. Amendments, tabled 
by Senator Blythe, to make a competent 
knowledge of Irish compulsory for officials 
of the Galway Harbour Board, and to put 
Irish ‘on an equal footing with English in 
the carrying out of the Board’s business, 
were ruled out of order. 

The report stage was passed. 

Mr. BLYTIIF said that it was regrettable 
that a measure dealing with Galway, the only 
urban area of any size of the country, in 
which a large proportion—probably half— 
spoke Irish, should pass through the House 
without any recognition of the position given 
to the Irish language and recognised in the 
Constitution. Whatever might be the 
economic value of the work proposed in the 
bill to the City of Galway, the proper atti- 
tude of influential people towards the Irish 
language would do a great deal more for the 


city. 
| The bill passed its final stages. ' 

_ The debate was resumed on the Appropria- 
tion Bill, 1935, by Mr. MacLOUGHLI 
who said that there was provision for a sum 
of £20,000 for the secret service, while under 
the former Government the estimate was 
£10,000, only a trifling sum of which was 
spent. He would like to hear what was 
the justification for the increase; Fianna 
Fail, he said, seemed to specialise in s ying, 
and he would like to know if their Repub- 
lican Government was spending it on train- 
ing fellow-Republicans, 

Miss BROWNE said that there was only

BRIQUETTE MANUFACTURE 


Mr. FORAN appealed to the Minister to 
waive the import duty, recently re-imposed on 
slag, which was used in the manufacture of 
briquettes or coal-blocks in a factory in 
Dublin—the only one of its kind in the Free 
State: Male adult labour was employed in 
that factory, and the briquettes were bought 
by people living in tenements. Those 
engaged in distributing the _ briquettes 
were hawkers, so, considering the importance 
ot the industry, from many standpoints, it 
was necessary that it should not be hampered 
in any way. | : 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the trend of expen- 
diture must be upward, although the Minister 
and his party, when in Opposition, argued 
that reductions could be made. The argument 
in favour of big reductions was ill-founded, 
because the cost of social services always 
tended to increase. The Government, how- 
ever, had gone from one extreme of advocat- 
ing reduction in expenditure to the other 
extreme of increasing expenditure unreason- 
avly in practice. 


EXPENDITURE DANGEROUS 


was positively dangerous. The real increase 
that had to be considered was not eight 
millions a year, as stated by one Senator, but 
eleven millions, because hidden taxation 
amounted to three millions, 

There was cause for, alarm as to. the 
financial position of the country. ‘The figures 
of unemployment, and the fall án. con- 
tributions to the unemployment fund, 
seemed to point to the fact that 
the country was suffering very seriously. 
There was no doubt that the position of a 
great lot of the farmers had become difficult 
and serious, aud with a number of them de- 
stitution seemed to be facing them and their 
families. The retention of the annuities had 
robbed them of their best market. If matters 
continued as at present the Government were 
going to be forced to abandon the collection 
of the annuities, 

Additional help should be given to the 
Irish language movement, he said, and the 
present subsidy of £600 ought to be increased 
to four times that amount. 


COLONY A FAILURE? 


The colony of Irish-speaking ror trans- 
ferred to County Meath would not be a 
success as regards the spreading of the Irish 
language. Such a small body among a com- 
munity who, in toe main, spoke English, 
would themselves be speaking English in a 
few years. The results might be different if 
there were a colony ten times the size. 

Mr. O’FARRELL suggested to the Minis- 
ter. for Industry and Commerce that he 
should exercise authority to ensure that those 
who distributed meat to the people of Dublin 
should use more care in the handling and 
distribution of food for human consumption. 
He had seen carcases hanging outside 
butchers’ shops in dusty streets without any 
covering, and he had seen carcases carried 
through the streets on lorries covered only 
with dirty sachs. This was a scandalous 
state of affairs, and constituted a great 
menace to public health. All who were 
aware of the methods employed must be sur- 
prised that a greater amount of disease did 
not prevail. The Corporation and its officials 
were not doing their duty. The conditions 
with regard to bread were not much better, 
and even in the case of milk a little more 
supervision would be desirable. 

he Ministry of Defence should be 
ashamed of the manner in which it treated 
its civilian workers in the Curragh Camp. 
Even if they were absent through sickness 
their pay was stopped, and they were not 
allowed any an at holidays. 

Mr. MacENTEE, Minister for Finance,

A TRANSFER 


The subsidies did not represent a loss. to

URTHER evidence was given in the 
FE Belfast Police Court to-day in a series 
of cases arising out of the rioting. 

‘Phe defence of James Watson, Valentine 
street, who was charged with unlawful 
assembly at Nelson street and Marine street 
on the 13th July, was entered upon. 

The deposition of Sergeant Swindell was 
read over describing the attack led by the 
accused man on a Nationalist quarter in 
Marine and adjoining streets, after a Unionist 
had been assaulted and injured, 

Replying to Mr, N. Tughan, the witness 
‘said there was no doubt that the prisoner 
was in the crowd of 500 persons, and was 
shouting to the others, “ Rush them,” mean. 
ing to attack the Nationalists in Marine 
street. He heard the accused man say that 
he was chased out of his house in Valentiiie 
stieet by a hostile crowd on the 12th July. 
When the witness visited the house in Valen- 
tine street he found it empty. 

Mr. Tughan said on this day the accused 
man was at Carnalea, and he suggested that 
this was a case of mistaken identity. 

Sergeant Swindell said he had no doubt 
about the accused man being present at the 
head of the crowd. : 

Detective Constable Hutchman’s deposi- 
tion stated that the accused man had taken 
a very active part in the attack on eight 
Catholic houses, and an attempt was made 
to set two of these on fire. 


AT CARNALEA 


iving evidence, stated that he 
lived in Valentine street, and was married 
and had three children. On the 12th July 
he and his wife and family had to clear out 
of their home. His wife went to reside with 
a neighbour and the witness, on the 13th 
July, went down to Carnalea to a bungalow 
owned by his aunt. He stayed in Caraalea 
until Monday morning. 

Marion Watson, aunt of the accused man, 
said that Watson came down to her house 
at Carnalea on the 13th July and remained 
there during the week-end. 

Mrs. Black, Craigavad street, Belfast, and 
Agnes Moore, 1 Powerscourt street, Ormeau 
road, stated that they were at Carnalea on 
the 13th July in Mrs. Watson’s house and 
the accused man was there during the whole 
week-end. 

The resident magistrates, Messrs, O’Donog- 
hue and Toppin, retired to consider the case, 
and when thar returned to Court, 

Mr. O'Donoghue said that they had given 
ven 
in favour of an alibi. While there migat be 
no doubt that the accused man might have 
been at Carnalea during part of the 15th 
July, they were convinced he was im the 
street in Belfast at the critical time when 
this riot took place, It was one of the 
first and most serious oufbreaks of rioting, 
in which considerable damage was done to 
property, and a number of persons were in- 
jured, Altogether, it was.a very violent 
piece of rioting. 

They found the accused man guilty of 
taking a leading part in it, and they would 
have imposed the maximum penalty of six 
months’ imprisonment with hard labour, but 
they took into account that he had already 
been some time in-custody, and would, there- 
fore, impose a penalty of five months’ im- 
prisonment with hard labour. 

It was stated that there were eleven pre- 
vious convictions. against. the accused man, 
and one of these was for riotous behaviour.

PRIZE DAY AT ROYAL 
SCHOOL, ARMAGH

IMPORTANCE OF THE 


IMAGINATION 


Yesterday being Speech Day at the Royal: 
School, Armagh, there was a large attendance 
of the parents and friends of the boys. The 
Primate of All-Ireland (Dr. “eget presided. 

Mr. W. Hutchings, M.A. headmaster,. 
presented his annual report, which . stated 
that J. K. Bannon had won a Major Mathe- 
matical Scholarship at way my» and would 
go up to Emmanuel College in October. Few 
major scholarships went toe mathematicians, 
and they might feel proud that one had been 
awarded to an Ulster boy, competing against 
the best brains in the British Isles. 

Mr. Hutchings expressed regret that there 
would be no Sixth Form next year, because 
the Senior Certificate boys were all leaving 
if they had passed. He pointed out that it 
was not for the benefit of boys of sixteen or 
seventeen to leave school and go into business 
or to the university. They would be better 
with another year at school. ; 

Discussing the guestion of the age at which 
boys left school, which had been referred to 
by the headmaster, Mr. F. W. Ogilvie, Vice- 
Chancellor of Queen’s University, Belfast, said 
that he agreed warmly with Mr. Hutchings. 
At Queen’s, no student could enter the um- 


‘versity at an earlier age than seventeen, and 


the view was strongly held by some that 
seventeen was too early, especially in the 
more narrowly vocational faculties, such as 
Medicine, where a vast quantity of informa- 
tion had inevitably to be acquired, and 
students had to set about learning answers 
to questions almost before they had had time 
to consider the questions themselves. More- 
over, on the wider view, what healthy or 
fair-minded person could pretend to be satis- 
fied with a state of affairs in which the great 
majority of boys and girls in the country, on 
both sides of the water, found the school 
doors shut in their faces at the age of 
fourteen, while a lucky few—and those not 
necessarily the most deserving—stayed on 
to seventeen, or beyond? And the remedy, 
surely, was not to take the few away from 
school early, but to hasten the day when 
every boy and girl in the country, no matter 
what their circumstances, should, at least, 
have the opportunity of education in those 
most important years after fourteen. 


A VITALISING FACULTY 


Proceeding to speak of the importance of 
the faculty of imagination in the make-up of 
people, Mr. Ogilvie said that, without 
imagination, much of what they learned at 
school would lose its ‘meaning. Whatever 
your age may be, he asked, and whenever 
you may be leaving school, what sort of an 
imagination have you got? Can you, fer 
example, picture to yourself in a really con- 
vincing way what it is like to be older than 
ou are, ar younger? Or what it is like to 
be poorer, or less poor? You know, of 
course, that other people are different from 
you, and. that you yourself will be different 
from what you are now. You know it, but 
do you really believe it? And can you 
see it, as, perhaps, a poet or an artist 
might see it? 

You know what a difference it makes, the 
way you look at things. There was a man 
in Paris once, Parisian to his fingertips, 
loving the sights and sounds of the city, who 
was sent—condemned, his friends thought— 
to be the curator of a little museum down in 
the South of France. Some months later one 
of these friends from Paris went to see him, 
and asked to be shown over the museum. 
The curator pointed proudly and happily to 
his various exhibits, but said all the time 
that the masterpiece was on the top floor. 
Arrived there, in a cramped attic, the curator 
threw open a window, from which could be 
seen, in the far distance, the outline of a 
snow-clad mountain. ‘‘ Look,” he said, with 
all the pride of ownership, “the Pyrenees !” 

Can you see through things, in that kind 
of way, into what lies beyond? May I 
suggest to you one or two subjects for your 
imagination? And I can promise you that, 
if you try it, you are not likely to complain 
of dullness. The first is—other people. In 
the: world as it is, there are many ideas 
which can only be brought to life through 
people. Let us have good ideas 
and in plenty, but let us also study 
other people’s ideas of what is good, 
and study them not merely from 
the outside, but, by imagination, from 
within. And, second, there is yourself. You 
do not want to be unduly introspective; but 
have you tried to think sometimes how the 
things you say and the things you do appear 
to other people? It might be quite good 
for some of us, do you not think, to have 
sometimes to. face those “all-round multiple 
mirrors that you meet with at the fair. And 
then, as a third. subject for thoughtful in- 
sight, may I saggest this country of yours, 
in which you have. the singular good fortune 
to live. You do “not need the Pyrenees. 
You have Ireland=to. love; to study, and to 
serve. - ' : Fá sá

Big Hitting by Wellard 
Chapman at Maidstone

ARBER, one of the England new Test 
players, helped to save Yorkshire from 
_ & complete batting failure on a run- 
getting wicket against Gloucestershire st Hu] 
yesterday. He scored 80 out of 131 in 2 hours 
minutes without a fault, whereas Sutcliffe 
and Leyland, two old Test heroes, as well 
as his captain, did little. 

Only the fifth wicket pair, Turner and 
Wood, stopped a collapse. They added 77 in 
just over an hour, and Turner went on to 
complete the finest and most valuable innings 
he has yet played for his county. “Last out 
after a stay of 2 hours 40 minutes, Turner 
gave no chances, and hit six 4’s. Barnett 
was mainly responsible for Yorkshire’s dis- 
missal for 260. 

Gloster had two hours’ batting before the 
close, and the backbone of their battin 
seemed to be broken in the opening spell o 
bowling by Bowes and Smailes. me ven- 
turesome hitting by Dacre, who was badly 
missed at 16 and 27, and the stern defence 
of Neale altered Gloster’s outlook, and the 
game was left in an interesting state. With 
seven wickets to fall Gloster are 130 runs 
behind. In his stay of just over an hour 
Dacre hit one 6 and seven 4’s. 

A hurricane innings by Wellard saved 
Somerset Trom collapse against Kent at Maid- 
stone.

Kent collapsed in sensational fashion. Ash- 
dewn and Fagg played good cricket, while 
leading off with a stand of 45, but then three 
wickets fell íor 1 run, and so devastatingly 
did Andrews bowl that in one spell he took 
five wickets for 3 runs.

GERMANS FAIL IN LAST 
TWO SINGLES

The United States of America have 
qualified to meet Great Britain, the holders, 
in the Davis Cup challenge round, which is 
to be played on the centre court of the All- 
England Club, Wimbledon, on Saturday, 
Monday and Tuesday next. Americans 
beat Germany by four rubbers to one in the 
inter-zone final on court No. 1, winning the 
two remaining singles yesterday. 

When Willmcy Allison defeated H. Henkel 
in the first match by 6-1, 7-5, 11-9, the tie 
was decided, for the United States started 
the day with a lead of two rubbers to one. 
The 0-6, 9-7, 8-6, 6-5 victory of Donald Budge 
over Gottfried Von Cramm, therefore, did 
not have any ee the result. 

Allison, who had helped Van Ryn to win 
the five sets doubles, revealed extraordinary 
vitality. That he was tired was apparent

only towards the end of his encounter with 
Henkel.

Henkel led 5-2, 
and then Allison dealt out summary punish- 
ment to everything with crisp and incisive 
volleying. Henkel lost five games in a row 
and was pegged back from set point at 5-4, 
eh the United States to take a two sets 
ead. 

Henkel led 3-1 and 5-3 in the third set, 
but again Allison found yeserve of stamina. 
He covered the court with remarkable speed 
and he pierced Henkel’s backhand with 
some brilliant overhead shots. Had Henkel 
possessed the skill commensurate with his 
courage he ac have claimed at least one 
set. He saved two match points at 6-7, 
capturing Allison’s by no means easy  ser- 
vice, and the German went ahead at 8-7 and 
9-8. Allison made it 9-all with a love game, 
and the next two were his without difficulty 
—the United States for the second succes- 
sive year were in the challenge round.
